mies then great Alexander, Scipio, 
Lucullus, and Leſar, whiche were 
men all of great learning : Who better 
handled mattiers of weighep impoz⸗ 
taunce then Octautan calicd Augu⸗ 
Hus, Badzian, Marcus Antonius, 
Alexander Seuerus', and of late pe⸗ 
res Carolus Magnus, all cmpcrours 
of Home, and men verp ftudiouſe in

Ouching the educacion in chil; {1 
pode of Alexander, his noble N 
mother Mammea faplcd not to 

pzoupde with all diligence and cir⸗ 

cumſpeceion, that he mought be-nous 

tylched in vertue, and amonge hHonef 

company, and that fro the tyme that 

he illued out of his infancie, he were 

continuallp inſtructed in all maner of 

doctrine, bothe ciuiſe and marciall: 

ſo that afterward he of his ownc con 

rage neuer \ufred any dape to paſſe, 
without exerciſing him ſclfeeptherin 
letters, oz in ftates marciall. 

C In the fpꝛſt parte of childehod He 
Had inſtructours, Ualerius Cozdius, 
Titus Ucturius, and Aurelius Phy= 
lippus: whiche afterwarde wzote his 
lpfe. Allq tn his countrep he was 
taught in Breeke by Neha the grams 
Marian, hc Ahethozician Scrapio a 
Sttlio the philoſophier.

De wꝛate 

the Ipnes of good pꝛinces in verſcs 

eloqucntlp , and ſange them bnto rhe 

harpe and oꝛganes right ſweecly: but 

that dyd he onelp fox recreatpnge his 

ſpirites, whan thep were troubled 

with vehemente ſitdie-: as it often 

tpmes hapned by incomparable la⸗ 

bout about the great affaptes of the 

weale publike.

moſte damnable deſtenie. De had in 


ſpeciall fauour one named Zoticus, 


who foz familtaricte vſed betweene 
thepm, was taken ok all the chiefe of: 
ficers koz the emperours hul bande. 
This Zoticus vnder the colour of the 
ſaied familiaritze , ſolde all the ſap⸗ 
pnges and dopnges of the emperour, 
intendpnge to accumilate abundance 
of richelle , by prꝛomplpnge fapze to 
manp men, but finally decerupnge all 
mcn,fo2 coming out of the cmperours 

uuic chaumbꝛe, akter that he Had

And lemblablp he put out of the citce 
thc ſapde Alpian, oncly becauſe he 
was named a good man: and cauſcd 
Siluius the noble ozarour, whom he 
had made maiſter to Alexander, to be 
put to death.

pcriat] maicſtec. Wherfoze thep con: 
tended amonge thepm ſelues, whiche 
of thepm monght applie to him moſte 
titles and names of dignitce.

the remembzaunce of Beliogabalus 
and his adherentes, fo thepz deteſta⸗ 
ble vpces bepng euerp where hated, 
and with deteſtacion abhozred: This 
noble ponge emperour, takpng than 
opoztunitee, to reſtoze the publpke 
weale to hir priftinate fourme , with 
the maieſtie imperiall, late violated, 
and well nygh perpſhed, through the 
negligence of the ſapd monſter:bp the 
counlaple of his wple and vertuoule 
mother 
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mother Wammea, fy2ſte purged his 
owne palaice, ercludpnge ont of his 
courte and all offices, dichoneſt and 
infamed pcrſonages, and by no mea: 
nes wolde ſuffer to bee in his houſe: 
holde any other, than by all menne 
ſhoulde be thought neceTarie. Moꝛe: 
outer he openly p2oteſted, makpng an 
othe, that he would neuer haue a ſu: 
perAuous noumbe of leruauntes, to 
the entent that he weulde not greeue 
the publpke weale with his ptoupſy-: 
on,{laping: The emperour is a ſh;ewd 
pupil, that fedeth with the bowels of 
his com9s.me which be not neceTaryp 
tto2 pet pꝛokitable to the weale publike 
£ Howe much hc hated vncleanneſTe 
of liupng, he well declared, when he 
commaunded that no woman infamed 
ſhoulde ſalute oz viſite his wife oz his 
mother. All his lpfe was a perkect 
x iumple of temperaunce. Dis ap: 
paraple was wonderfull cleanc, but 
not lo ſumptnouſe, and aftcr lome 
mens opinion, mo2c meaner then to 
his eſtate apperteined. Semblable 
modcracion the empꝛelle his wyfe obz 
ifrued, Finallp durpng his N —

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vſed diligente co2rection of His owne 
mantrs: witcrfotc all noble men aſl:

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Chan the emperonr Alexander had 
concluded theſe thpnges with his 
owne counſaploures, He ſoone after 
tame into che ſenate, and there reci⸗ 
ted in an eloguent and ſobzc ozacton, 
the ſapde articles, declarpnge, what 
keruent deſpꝛe he had to laue the peo⸗ 
ple of Rome, not onelp againſt out- 
warde hoſtilitece, but alſo againſt in: 
warde perplles and conſumption of 
thepꝛ bodies by Hozrpble ſicheneſſes: 
whiche oꝛacton finiſhed, all the ſcnate 
with tearts in thepꝛ epes fo2 gladde⸗ 
nes, in the name of thetm lelfes and 
the people, rend2cd moſt hertie than⸗ 
kes to the emperours maicſlee, And 
koozthwith without anp exception oz 
millikpng of anp one thing, thep con⸗ 
timed it by an acte of the Senate.

ther miniſters. And the ſame ſenatozs 
at the ende of thepꝛ pere td make ac: 
coumpte openlp to the Tribunes and 
people, of the implopment ok euerp 
parcell of the ſapde reuenues. And pk 
inp were founde in arrerage, he chul d 

de compelled immediatelp to pape to 
the treaſo2y ok the ſapde hoſpitalles, 
foure tpmes as muche as the arrcrage 
amounted to. Finallp, ſo muche com⸗ 
moditee happened vnto the citee of

¶ There was it perceiued, howe mu⸗ 
che his ſcucritee pzofpted. Than the 
emperours gard brought all the ſtan⸗ 
derdes into the campe, and the peo⸗ 
ple theim ſelfes bzought all thepz ar: 
murc to the emperours palaice. 

And the legion, which he had diſchar 
ged,after that he was [ucd vnto. xxx. 
dapes befoze he went towardes ÞSer- 
ſia, he efteſones reſtozed into His 
place, and by thepz ptoweile molt lpe⸗ 
cially, he afterwarde vanquiſhcd h's 
ennemtes. Notwithſtandpng er he 
departed, he commaunded all the ca: 
pitaines ok the ſapde legion to be be: 
headed, becauſe that thzoughe thepz 
negligence, the ſouldpours padled 
thepz tpme rpottoulelpe in a place 
of excellente pleaſure, called Daph⸗ 
ma and had made the ſedicton , thep

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Wpnkyng at it, 


C Howe the emperour Alexander re; 
fourmed the vſurie, whereof he 


ſpake afoze in his oꝛaciõ made 
to the people. Cap. xxx. 
Oone after that Alexander had 
© chatited the p2pde of the com; 
mon peoplc of Rome, as bekoze is 
reherſed, he hym lelle came into the 
Senate, and there declared the lun⸗ 
dꝛie inconueniences, which had hap: 
ned, as well co the citee, as vnto the 
countrepsthercunto lubiecte, bp the 
deteſtable practiſe of vſurie, which 
Vtterly repugneth againſ all huma⸗ 
nitcc, charitce, and naturall benciiq- 
lence, that ought to be amonge peo: 
ple, that dove line in a mutuall con; 
code: but moſte ſpeciallp amonge 
theim, whiche line under one obe: 
dience, vnder cnc law oz pollicie. The 
inconuemences, which happened, he 
ſyt wed to be cheſe Fpzit where the 
gentumen, and the mozc part of men 
of warte, were from thepz cradelles 
bought Ip i dcineceyhring not in⸗ 
firucteh 
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ſtructed in anp oceupacion oz ſcience, 
ſaulfc onelp in kcates perteignyng to 
warre. In the tpme of peace and 
tranquillit ec, oz whan the warres be 
not ſo greate, that they requpꝛe the 
whole puiſſaunce of Rome, than thep 
whiche be not ſent foozth to battaile, 
ſome do palle thepz tpme in daliaunce 
and bankettpnge with wanton wo: 
men, 02 at dyce, and other chargious 
ſolaſpng, oz in both with the one and 
the other, ſhoztelp conſumpng thepz 
ſubſtaunce: Some dooe delpte in o⸗ 
ther excelliue pleaſures, as to haue 
great and beautifull houſes, large 
and ample ozchardes, and walkes in⸗ 
cloſed with high and ſtronge walles, 
great pondes and meeres, conueigh: 
png therunto by a longe diſtaunce the 
{alt water through rockes and mann: 
taines, and to haue in theim diuers 
ſtraunge kpndes of fpſſhes. In the 
which enterpꝛilcs, thep alſo haue not 
duelp canſumed thepz goodes and pa⸗ 
trimonie, but alſo the wootke aboue 
their ex pectacion, ferre exceding their 
power thep haue ben conſtreigned to 
boꝛow great ſummes of monep.

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a” Other there haue been, whiche of 
an ambicious courage, haue vſed po: 
digall expenles, as well in contenuall 
feaſtes and bankertcs, as in diſtribu⸗ 
cions of great ſummes of monep a- 
monge the people, and geupng great 
rewardes to coꝛrupte Stnatours and 
other great officers, to attepne befozt 
thep2 tpme, oz not bepng woozthp, to 
ſome hpgh place oz dignitee: wherdp 
thep bepng bzoughte into pouertee, 
haue been alſo conſtreigned to [ccke 
helpe of other, to maintapne thepz 
follp.

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C Here al the Senate, except a few, 
with one voice commeded the zelous 
entent of the emperour', and offered 
thept conſentes in makpnge luche a 
law, as ſhould ſceme to the emperonr 
and theim expedient, foz the redꝛelle 
of ſo great an enozmitee. Than one 
Latelius, a noble Scnatour., æ a man 
of great vertue, ſayde in this wyſe: 
inc opinion 1s(noblc empcrour and 
reuerende fathers) that no kpnd of 
vlurie ſhall be here p2actiſed within 
this citee, but fpꝛſt J would that ſcr- 
che be made diligently, howe many 
Nomaines, and who thep be, whiche 
are entred into bondes, fo the pap⸗ 
ment of vlurie: And likewiſe who be 
the creditours.

onelp koꝛ them, which hereakt er ſhuld 
bt confireigned to bozowe, and chat 192 
Uiy there __ 
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there were many at that tyme in dan: 
ger, whom by that acte ſhoulde take 
no benefite, he bepng moued with pi: 


tee, cauſed ſodeinlp ſerche to be made f 


by the Cenſozs, howe many were in 


the daunger of viuric. And than lent 


he foꝛ all rhe vſurers, and after that 
be had a little blamed them foz their 
auarice and ingratitude towarde 
thepz countrep, at the laſte, altcryng 
his countenaunce and ſpceche vnto 
a moze milde nelle, he deſpzted thepm 
all at his contemplacion, to take foz 
that tpme thepꝛ pꝛincipal ſumme that 
was bozowed, and clcrelp to remitte 
all the reſ1duc, prꝛomilpng, that the 
monep ſboul de be pape d to them out 
of his treaſure. Whiche requeſt 
of the Emperour was p2onounced 
in ſo gentill a faction, that the cre: 
dito28 with one voicc not only gran: 
ted vnto it, but alſo pzompſed to re- 
mitte part by his arbitrement, where 
he thought conucnient . Which the 
tmperour moſtc thankefullp takinge, 
gaue the creditours [caue to de parte, 
commaundynge thepm to. kepe the 
chyng ſccrece, vntill ther knew _ 
0 
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of :his pleaſure, 

C Than commannded he, that al ſu: 
che as were ronne in the daunger of 
vſurie, ſhoulde be warned to come be: 
koꝛe hym, not at one dap oꝛ tpme, but 
firſt thep, whiche were reputed and 
knowen to be men of honeſtie, and

by ſome miſaduenture were bzoughe 


vnto pouertee. Snd bepng truelp 
certified, what gooddes oz landes 
thep had in pollellion, he remembꝛed 
to them what perill thep were in, and 


lamented the ſtate of the citee, that 


the gentilmen, bp negligence oz lacke 
of good houſbandzie, ſhoulde be in 
bondage and captiuitee vnto the com: 


muners, whiche ought to be inkeri⸗ 


ours to thepm, and do to them reue: 


rence. O tapde he, where is the noble 
courage of Romulus pzogenie 2 Who 
foloweth Quincius, Publicola, Cu⸗ 
tius, Fabzitius, noble Senatours ? 

Whiche after that they hadde vain: 
quiſſhed pzinces, and atchieued ſun⸗ 
dzie great victozies, been diuerſe ti- 
mes Lonſules and Dictatours, the 
higheſt dignitecs within this citee, 
thep lpucd ſo moderately, that rather 


N v than 
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than thep woulde be ſubiectes to the 
auarice of other, thep chaſe to line in 
pooze houfes of hul bandzie out of the 
Citce. with a potte ful of woztes, and 
ſuche a ſmall a pitaunce foz them and 
their wines, as nowe our ſeruanntes 
woulde diſdeigne to be fedde with. 
And leſt abundance at anp tpme, ſhuld 
pꝛouoke them to liue moze delicat clp, 
thep refuſed not onelp great ſummes 
of monep lent to them by ſtraungers, 
but alſo poſTeſſions offered theim by 
the Senate and people, fo thepꝛ inde 
nour and laboures aboute the weale 
publike. 
¶ Thus J [aye vnto pon, whom al: 
though miſaduenture, oz charges in⸗ 
fozced, haue exhauſt ſome oꝛ the moe 
parte of pour ſubſtaunce oz patrimo⸗ 
nie, pet haue pe not therefoze abated 
pour die te, noz abſteigned from plea; 
ſures, noz miniſhed pour familie: but 
without vlpug good hulbandzie, and 
without circumſpeceion, haue contra⸗ 
rp to the ſapd honourable ſenatours, 
choſen rather to ſpende pour olde age 
in miſcrie, and to be in bondage vnto 
pour inkeriours, than pe wold reteme 
in capti⸗ 
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in captinicee pour wanton appetites, 
¶ But here, whan the emperour per: 
ceiued, that they were aHamed and 
made heuie countenaunce, than ſapde 
he vnto chepm : Would pe not gladly 
be efteſoones at libertce, at the leaſte 
wape out of the daunger of vſurte? 
They with a voice moſte lamentable 
aunſwered: pe noble emperour. 

Wpyll pe (ſapde he) with good wpll 
pape to pour creditours the pꝛincipall 


duetie, haupng tyme conuenient, that 


it mape be lemed of pour poſſeſſtons, 
haupng lefte vnto pou ſome pozcion 
to lpue on? Thep aunſwered : pe 
noble pꝛince, elles were we vnhappp. 
NotWithſtandpng among them were 
ſome, and not many, whiche had not 
lefee epther goodes oz polleTions to 
pay the whole duetie. Than the em- 
perour withdzue hpm into his cham⸗ 
bte, and cauſed them ſcuerally to be 
bzought vnto hym one after an other, 
and accozi.png to thepꝛ ſubſtaunce in 
poſſeſſions oz mouables, he rated the 
to pape of the pzincipall debte, ĩome 
all, ſome moze, and ſome leſſe. And 
becauſe they had not the money than 

redie, 
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redic, he pꝛomiſing to diſcharge them 


ſcntes, alligned to theim, which had 
poileſſions, two partes thereof, and 
the third part he reſerued to him ſelfe 
vntpll the lumme wete thereof recep⸗ 
ned: Mherto they were raced. 

Ot thepm that had gooddes and no 
po [efions, he appoincred that the 
ſumme, whercunto they were rated, 


ſhoul de be valued in the ſayde moua: 


bles bp thep3 owne kriendes, and dee 
brought vnto ſome place, wher bp the 
emperours officers it ſhoulde be recet: 
ucd. And ere thepdeparted, he cau⸗ 
ſrd in thepꝛ preſence, cuery ſumme to 
be ſencrally tolde out of his cofcrs. 

And than ſente he foz al! the credt- 
tours, and puttrng theim in remem⸗ 
btannce of thepꝛ gentill pzonuſe made 
viito hym, and declaryng alſo what 
he had dooen :Hecau'ed cuery mans 
P02C19n accozdpng to the ſaide rate to 


be delincred vnto thepm. And 


foz theim whiche had nepther good 

no voſſeſlions, he paped halfc of the 

pꝛincipall debte out of his owne co: 

fers, with a cleare acquitaunce v | 
t 
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creditours, to bzynge to hym cancel⸗ 
led the obligacions and inſtrumentes 
belongvng to the ſapde duities, and 
geupng to thepm hertte thankes, he 
let them departe. 
C Semblablp perſwadpng the deb: 
tours to frugal;tee oz moderate lp; 
npnge,he alſo pꝛaped them to foteſee 
as muche as they coulde.that wilfal- 
ly thep committe not them (clues to 
the haſardes of foztune : he than im 
bzaſpnge thepmall, badde them fare 
well: who geupna to hym moſt hum⸗ 
ble thankes, and foꝛ lope pouring out 
abundance of tcares, departed with 
glad epdpnges home to they houſes. 
C As foz theim, whiche at dice play: 
pnge, in riotte and lecherp, had con: Difpng 
ſumed thepꝛ ſubſtance. hc if any were debters. 
lefte, cauſed it to be vaicwed. as wel 
poſſeTions as mouables, and to bce 
deupded amonge thepꝛ credit ours, ac⸗ 
coꝛdyng to the quantitte of the trewe 
debte: And in latilkaction of che 
 temnaunt, he adindged them bonde: 
So that fog a certepne tyme , as the 
| Eniperour woulde appozcion hym, 
haupng 
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hauyng regarde to the debte, he ſhuld 
ſerue one creditour, and afterwarde 
an other, in moſt vile ſeruices, recei⸗ 
upng therefoze nothpnge, but onelp 
mcatc,dzinke, and clothing, belong: 
png to ſtaues. And that rhe credi: 
tours ſhoulde haue ouer thepm cqual- 
lp as muche auctozite as thep had o: 
uer theim, which thep had bought oz 
taken in battaple. Notwithſtandinge 
it was at the libertee of the credi: 
tours, to aquite them of thepꝛ ſeruice, 
but not to inkranchiſe thepm, vntpll 
1 the time were expired, which was by 
the emperour appoincted: but during 
that tyme, they ware continuallp the 
habite oz apparaple alligned to bond 
men, ne were eſteemed foz Komaines, 
noꝛ enioped any pꝛiuilege. 
C It thep obedientlp ſcrued and con: 
tented thepꝛ creditonrs, at the end of 
the terme, whiche the emperour ap; 
poincted they were ſet at libertee, and 
reſtozed to thepꝛ fpꝛſte aſlate and con⸗ 
dic ion. 
¶ But if thep fledde from thepꝛ mat: 
der, oz contemptuouſlp withſtode his 
commaundmentes, fighting with — 
1.121] 03 do⸗ 
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02 dopng to hym anp notable iniurie, 
they were condemned to perpetuall 
ſernitude durpng thepz lpues. Thep 
whiche had left nothpng to pap their 
creditours, to thepm be appoincted a 
longer capttnit ce, eſtempng the valne 
of his ſcruice as well to the facultee 
of the perſon as to his aſtate and con 
dicton. As ik he were verap wittie, 
well learned, oz a perfect artificer, bp 
reaſon whereok his ſcruice moughte 
ſceme verp commodious oz p2ofitaz 
ble, Alſo bepng a gentilman, the 
moꝛe eſtimacion that he were ok, the 
moe grecuouſe and odiouſe to hpm 
chuld be his leruice and puniſhement: 
Wherefoze to the one and the other, 
leſſe tyme was thought to be (uffict- 
tnt, than to the which were of grote 
Witte, oz ignozant of good occupaci⸗ 
on, oꝛ elles bate oz vile of condicion. 
This 92dinaunce bepng put in due 
trecucion: it was thought at the firſt 
of ſome men to be verap cruell: but 
after that it was once percepucd. 
what a mcruaplous frugalitce oz te; 
peraunce of lpupnge, was lodeinelp 
kounde, as well in the citce of — 
as al 
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as alſo thiough out all Italie: Allo 
what delite men toke to be ſcen them 
Cclucs moderate in apparaple, honcſt 
in lpupng, alſo ercrciſpng thepm kel: 
nes in paſtimes conuenient, not diſho: 
neſt oꝛ chargeous. Alſo to haue them 
in deriſion, whom thep found in any 
maner of wiſe attempting the contra: 
rie. Then ertolled thep the excellente 
witte and vertue of the moſte noble 
emperour. And where afo2ec thep cal: 
led hym cruell æ tirannous, thep ceaſ: 
ſed not to name him equal to the god: 
des, moſt benigne and moſt gracious, 
confeſſyng.that had not ben his ſene: 


ritee, they all with the Icitce and em: 


pirc had vtterlp periſſhed, 


¶ Of the circumſpect curioſitec of the 
emperour Alexander in admittyng 
counſaplours. And ok his aun⸗ 
ſwercs touchpng that mat: 
ter. Capitulo. rrrii. 


this noble emperour about the 
weale publpke, is to be meruap 
led at, and of all pꝛinces to be obſcr- 


ued and folowed , Foz what by his 
ownt 


| TT this novie empero diligence of 
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owne trauaile and excellent pꝛudsce, 
what by his continuall ſcrutinie bp 
wiſe and honeſt eſptalles, hc aſſured: 
ly knew the qualttees, maners, x appe 
tices of all men (excepte verap fewe) 
dwellpng in Nome oz Italie, whiche 
epther by reaſon of thepz pollellions 
oz ſubſtaunce, oꝛ fox any other eſtima⸗ 
cion amonge thepz nepghbours, were 
lpkelp to be called to {ome auctozitee. 
Allo ok all thoſe, whiche in other re⸗ 
gions and pꝛouinces, were ko ſome 
cauſe notable oz famouſe. This know 
lage cauſed hym to be circumſpect in 
admittpng counſaplours and other 
great officers. As amonge many exem: 
ples J] wpll! declare one, wherof J mp 
ſelfe can beare witnelle. _ 
C After the death of Quintilius Mar 
cellus, a man in great auttozitie about 
the emperour, as he was well wooz: 
thie koz his ſingular wiledome and 
vertue (in lo muche as it was 
thought, that there was neuer a bet= 
ter man bozne in Nome, and therkoze 
the emperonr did ertremelp lamente 
his death) the noble man Frontine, 
whom allo the emperour enticriy 10- 
S ueds 
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ued; awapting his tpme, adi!aunech 
to hym with a commendable repoꝛte 
an honourable perſonage, who was 

named Fabius Macrinus, to be in the 
place of Marcellus. 

¶ After the emperour had herde and 
well conlidered the wooꝛdes of Fron 
tinus, wherbp was let fooꝛth the an- 
cient locke from whens Fabius Teſ- 
cended, his great polle lions and ſub: 
Nance, the grauitre of His perionage, 
his great experience in lundzp aucto: 
ritecs:the emperout did caſt on Fron 
tine a diſplealaunt countenance, and 
after that he ceaſed to ſpeake, the cm: 
Pcrour made aunſwere in this wopſe: 
Dow much hath pour iudgement de; 
ceiued vs Frbrine? how could pe this 
löge diſſeble with vs, J had thought 
that pe had euer eſtemed the ſtockt by 
the fruite , and not the kruite by the 
ftocke. No man commendeth the 
boughes o2 btaunches . becauſe the 
ſtemme of the tree is great, .longe, 03 
fireight:but if thep be wel ſpꝛeading, 
thicke of greene Icaucs, and well let 
with good fruite, than men lap, that 
tree hath a faire toppe that tree — 
vt 
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reth good fruite, And although the 
tree be neuer lo miTeſhaper oꝛ crooz 
ked, the owner wyll digge about it, 
and vie al diligence foz to pꝛelerue it: 
but if the ſtocke be neuer ſo fapze, pf 
the boughes be rotten oz ſcare, the 
9wticr will ſhzedde theim, and thꝛow 
them into the fire. Ik the !frutte be 
vncauerie oz withered, who taketh a⸗ 
ny great heede of the tree: who wpll 
gather the kruite? But rather lette 
theim rotte on the tree, 02 fal downe? 
foꝛ he careth not foꝛ theim. Who [oz 
ueth a rotten groundlill oz poſte, bez 
cauſe it was part of an ancient hous? 
Who ſetteth bp a ragged. a reſtie, o: 
ill fauourcd colte, becauſe that the 
harreiſe, wherok that kinde is comen, 
two hundzed peres palled wanne the 
puce of rennpng at the game of O- 
Iympus ? J conkelle, that longeconz 
tinuaunce in any thyng that is good, 
addeth an admiracion, but no p2aile 
to the thyng : al be it, the thing founz 
den good, pꝛapleth the countinaunce 
dt longe endurpng therof, A good 
childe renueth and alſo augmentety 
the pzeile of his parcntes:the ill child 
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raſeth out of mens hertes the fathers 
houour and benefites. 

Aldo great poſſeſſions oꝛ ſubſlance 
Pollcſ'»s maketh vertue ſuſpected, becauſe they 
dus. be ' miniſters of pleaſaunt affections. s 
alſo nourices of wanton appetites. 
¶ Mo jcouer the grauitce of the per⸗ 
ſonage is not pzoucd by flatelp conn: 
tenaunce oz diſdeiancfull ſilence: but 
by conſtannce in vertuc, and woozdes 

alwap apte foz the time and purpoſe, 
And cxperiece, which is not cHmedcd 
by laudable actes, deſerueth no moꝛe 
pꝛeiſes, than the gate of a blind hozſe 
about a wpde hozſemill, which grin⸗ 
deth no cone. And that old capitaine 
which in manp battailcs and iourneis 
hath been founde alwape negligent, 
deſcrueth no garlande, Manp aucto: 
ritees do require an exquiſite triall, 
foꝛ as much as auctozitee doeth abate 
fcare, and miniſter boldneſſe , bolde⸗ 
neſſe dꝛaweth in licence, licence is mo 


be ſuffred vntpll fauour relenteth. 
C Theſe thinges conlidered, Fronti⸗ 
nus, eyther pour iudgement is not lo 


| 
It Aleinee. ther of miſchicfe, which needes muſt 


perfecte as J woulde haue taten 
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to be, oz elles pe ſecretely winkpng at 
the lapde faultes , haue diſſemblcd 
longe with me, and kepte thynges 
from mp knowlage, contrary to pour 
allegeaunce and duitie. 

C with theſe woꝛdes Frontinus be: 
png afeardc. knelcd downe, and be⸗ 
ſought the emperour to pardon hpm 
of his follp, confeſſpnge that he had 
not perfect knowlage of the Diſpoſtz 
cion and maners of the ſayd Fabius. 
But fo2 as muche as he had been fa⸗ 
nourable towarde him and his frien⸗ 
des in his miniſtracions, he mutuallp 

deſpꝛed his aduauncement. 

( Thereat ſmpled the emperour and 
lapde: Shall this plage neuer ceaſe, 
whiche in realmes and citees hath 
lo longe reigned? that mutuall bene⸗ 
ficence blindeth mens iudgementes. Power. 
And whples power with plcaſures 
getteth great acquaintaunce , vertue 
is bnknowen, and in the court friend 
leſſe . N know, Frontinus, that pꝛide 
in Fabius Macrinus is a domeſticall 
byce, Foz in all the houſe of Fabius 
it hath been excedyngly noted, and in 
ſome hiſtozies remembꝛed. Ano in 
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this man, as well the remembꝛaunce 
of his auncient nobilitee, as his long 


continuance in auctozitec, hath moze 


increaſcd it: as I mp lelfe haue mar- 
Red, and allo hearde other murmu⸗ 
ryng at it, whan J hauc ſecretly wal: 
ked in the citce in a pꝛiuate apparail, 
Wherfoze J wpl not that he be in our 
connſaile no2 palace, that epthcr his 
pꝛide ſhoulde be of pounge men kolo: 
wed, oz of olde men dil deigned, oz of 
vs ſuſpccted. 
C Bis great poTeſions and tyches 
declareth, that he can not be with a 
little content d, lens the moze par'e 
thereof he hath gathered under the 
colour of his authozitees, hepng not 
left vnto hym by his owne parentes, 
no2 receiued of our liberalitce, noz by 
the gpft of our pꝛedeceſlours. And 
verp ſcldome where Honour increa: 
ccth auaricc abateth. J hate not 
Fabius in the ſtate that he *nowe ie, 
although J fauoure not in hym the 
ſapde notable vices, but if he were 
ncrcr vnto ts, we coulde neither ſu⸗ 


eine them, no ſuffre him vnpuniſhed 


if he than vled them. 
he th h Me 
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C Alco in his longe experience J ne: 
uer herde Him foz iuſtice commended: 
but J haue hearde His arrogance, his 
longe delaping of ſuiters , and his 
parcialitee of many diſp2tapſed, True⸗ 
ip ſuch a man is neither meete to be a 
nigh counſaplour,noz to ſapthetruth 
in anp great office, 

C Thele thinges conſidered, Fronti⸗ 
nus, ſpeake no moꝛe of hym, but lerch 
fox ſome other, in whom ſincerite and 
temperannce be ioigned with wple⸗ 
dome , Such one, if he be of an aun: 
cient houſe ſhall bzpng to our palaice 
an honourable remembzaunce ok his 
noble pꝛogenitours, and as well to 
noble as vnnoble ſhalbe an excellente 
paterne oz preſident, If he be but 
late come to wozſhpppe, his aduar 6:2 
ment ſhall ingender in noble men an 
honcſt enuie, epther to cxcede Hpm in 
vertue, o2 at the leaſt to be iudged ez 
quall vnto hym. To pooze men it 
ſhall be an allectife and roote of good 
hope, that thep be in the ranke, wher 
the rewarde of vertue is dealcd, 
And thus cealled thͤperour to ſpeake 
And Frötinus departed, being both # 
S lit Gamey 
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fhamed of His enterp2iſe, and abaſbed 
at the wpſcdome of his noble maiſter. 


C The molt noble aunſwece of Alex⸗ 
ander made to Alphenus, concer: 
nyng the dilablpng of Sextili⸗ 

us Kufus in his abſcnce, 
Capitulo. xxxiiii. 

He Emperoure had a cuſtome. 
whiche was verp commenda⸗ 
ble, that he neuer made anp le: 
natour, without the counſaple of the 
whole Senate: and cucrp ſenatour 
Goulde geue his (cntence, Allo te: 
ſtimonie of his lpuing and credence 
ſhoulde be bzoughr in by honorable 


perlonages. But if epther the Sena- 


tozs that ſpake, oʒ the witneſſes were 
founden to haue ſpokcn vntrulp,thep 
were reiected in the loweſt place of e⸗ 
fiimacion amonge rhe people, beepng 
allo condemned as deceiuers oz for; 
gers without hope of remiſſion, 
¶ There was dwellpnge in a village 
by Nome a gentilman called Sexti⸗ 
lius Rufus, whiche was right well 
learned in all partes of philoſoph!'c,8 
alſo in the ſciences liberall. But for? 
almuch 
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almuch as he conſidered the frequene 
alteracion of the weale publike, with 
the manyfolde perils and troubles in 
the admmiſtracion therok, he of pur- 
poſe withdꝛew hym therfro as muche 
as he mought, although his father 
had ben a ſenatour in his lpfe, and he 
amonge his nepghbours and diners 
of the nobilitee was had in good re: 
putacion, NotWwithltandpng fox the 
cauſes befozc rehearſed, and that he 
deſpzed nothpng ſo muche as quiet: 
nelle of mpnde, and to ſolace hym 
ſelfe in the moſt pleaſaunt Herbar of 
ſcience: and viſiting the moſt delecta⸗ 
ble wozkes of ancient wzpters, he ſel: 
dome came to the emperours court, oz 
reſozted to plapes oz bankers, ne did 
come to ſalute the great officers noz 
men in auctozitee, as the vie was at 
that time. And among the pong galaz 
tes he was not beloucd, becauſe he fa 
uoured not theyz riottous paſtymes, 
And the men of lawe Had hym in dil⸗ 
deigne, becauſe he repugned againſte 
their ſubtill gloſes, and blamed their 
auarice. Finallp, he beyng fully con- 
tẽt with the golden mean, liued right 
honeſt;

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honelllp in a manour, whiche he had 
_ Edperently furniſhed with poTeſcionsg 
Cnficictfor the pꝛouiſion of his meane 
houſholde, whiche was ro his nepgh= | 
bours moze boſtieons tha ſumtuonſe, 
C After the emperour had pourged 
his palaice and the ſcnare of. vnwoz⸗ 
thy perſons, cozrupted with deteſta⸗ 
ble vices, and with muche dificultee 
kounde other to let in their praces: Jt 
happened, that ſome good man na 
med to him Sextilius Rufus, declarig 
the common repozte, whiche he Had 
hearde of hym , The emperour, who 
knew al to be true that was ſpoken. 
helde his peace not withſtandpuge, 
hearkenyng what ſhoulde ibe other 
mens ſentences, The moze part of 
theim whiche were p2cſcnr, affirmed, 
that Rufus, for his honeſtee, wple⸗ 
dome, and learning, was meetcto be 
of the lenate: but thee 02 koure ſapd 
{ nothyng. At the laſte Alphenus, a 
14 great lawier, and in good eſtimacion 
il with the empcrour, obicceed,fapinge, 


iſ 4 That not withtandpnoe that Rufus 
1 was lcarncd in dpuers ſciences, pet 
j was he neither pzofoundly learned in 
CT the 
j 
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the lawes ciufle, noz muche experten: 
ced in affaires of the empire. And 
that his little hulbandzp, and ſmall 
pꝛouiſion aboute the encreaſe of his 
lpuing, declared hym to be a man of 
no great policie, no2 of any dexteri⸗ 
tee about thynacs of impottaunce, 
And that the aptitude of his nature 
was onelp in ſtudiouſe meditacion 
oz ſund2y ſciences, and in w2ptpnge 
moze than in doopng. Addpng to, 
that phploſophers are neuer good 
pzactpſers in a wcalc publpke, noz 
pet good men of warre , Whercfoze 
in as muche as he that is a lenatour, 
not onelp ought to be a man mcete 
fo politike gouernance, as well in 
geupng counſaple in mattiers thereto 
pcrteignpng, as alſo bepng choſen to 
be Pꝛetoz, oz to any other miniſtraz 
cion of Juſtice, not to be ignozant in 
geupng iudgement in cauſes brought 
befoze him: but alſo he ought to haue 
ſome experience in marciall atkaires, 
that bepng choſen conſull, oz leader 
of the Hoſte of the Romapnes, he 
mought ſec the men of warre to bee 
well enſtructed and exerciſed; 2 

An 
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And that in all thinges belongpng to 
warre, theſtate of the citee be ſuffict: 
ently furitiſhed. Moꝛeouer that in ba⸗ 
taple ioigned epther by his ignozance 
o baſenelle of courage, the Romaine 
armie be not deſtroped. Theſe thinges 
conſidered. it ſecmed to hym, that it 
was not crpedicnt to reeetue Nukus

founden amonge thepm : but allo

(which J doe lament) men ſpecially 
choſcn fo thep2 wiicdome and lear⸗ 
npng, dooe dildeigne theim that re: 
buke the abuſe of that ſtudte 02 exer: 
ciſe, which the le wiſe men moſt chiek⸗ 
lp haue haunted. J know that Sexti⸗ 
lius in one of his bokes hath ſharpelp 
noted the detriment doen vnto tuſtice

philoſophy. And to delcend to a moze 
late time: where was there a better 
capi aine, oz a moze noble warriour 
than Scipio Atfricane: who had al: 
way with him Polibius the philoſs- 
pher, and in vacant times from bat- 
taile he either hearde him rede, oz dil⸗ 
puted with him, 
Semblablp Lucullus was ſo findi- 
on: c in all kpndes of itarnpnge (as 
{ÞÞlucarche wipteth) that whcare he 


hearde, that anpe great:c learned

and (as the lame auth out ſapth) he 


Haunted and imbzaced all kynde of 


philoſophic, with moſte familiar ac:

tpke oz moze valiant capitaine, and 
moze eſteme d and dꝛad of moſte puiſz 
ſant pꝛinces than he was? Lozd god, 
what a ſenatour was Cato, called A: 
ticenſis?whoſc vertuc was wondered 
at thzoughe the wozlde, whole mag⸗ 
nanimitee and incomparable ſeueri: 
tee moze pzofptcd ,vnto the ſpublpke 
weale of the citee, than the victozies 
of Pompei and CTeaſar. And was nat 
he ſo ſludioule in philoſophie, that he 
coulde not temper him ſeife, but muſt 
nedes rede Greke — he late 
in the Senate: What conſull can pe 
compare to Marcus Tullius, who 
onelp by his diuine and moſt excellent 
wil dome p2cſcrued the publike weale 
and citee of Rome from vtter lubuer⸗ 
cion, whiche needes muſt haue hap⸗ 
ned by the conſpiracp of Catiline and 
his confedcrates, pk it had not been 
by the incomparable wit of Tullins 
founde out, and bp his diuine clo⸗ 
quence plainelp conuicted, and by his 
wonderfull wiſcdome ſuppreſſed and 
cleane extinguiſhed: And howe ſtu⸗ 
dious he was, and eractly learned in

ble ſcnatotjrs, which were nar onelp 
excellent philoſophers, but alſo pꝛu⸗ 
dent contifaiſours and valiaunt capp⸗ 
taynts:pet wyl J xtherſe tome, which 
wete in the tine ot pour temebꝛance. 
The Emperour Adziane was (o 
'Pzofglurbly Itaxned in ar pünotophie, 
That he dil purtd openly at Athenes, 
"with the. chizfe.phitcſophitrs ok al! 
Grecia, and vanquiſhed Phauozinus, 
ha. at that tyme was of all other 
moſt famoule,: and to what pzincc oz 
capitapne genech he place, kither m 
niarcial prowefke, oz cuule gouernäce. 
C What mole honcut euer hapntd to 
Nome thä that Warcus Zurelius An⸗ 
taninus ſucceded imme dlatelpAdzud? 
whole Iyfe. Was tonkelled to be the 
moſte certaine lawe vnto all people to 
tule 02 be ruled And he foz his ex qui⸗ 
lite know!age in all philoſophp, was 
moſte commonly catleb Antonine the 
philoſophier, not by repꝛoche as ſc me 

Wonlde luppolt it: but for a moſte 
e ercellent 
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excellent and rare commendacion, 
And what man did euermoze encreaſe 
the weale publike, oz better dekende 
tt,than did this moſt noble and verty 
onſe emperour? And be it of pou recei: 
ned without luſpicton of boſte, as it 
all be ſpoken of me without anpe 
vainglozp: J which map not be com: 
pared with the moſt infcriour of them 
befozc named, either in lerning ox pꝛo 
welle: pet how muche J haue amen- 
ded the ſtate of the weale publpke, pe 
all can bcare witneſſe: and that J 
haue nothpng appaircd the imperiall 
maieſtee, it hath bene of the Senate 
and people in pour pꝛeſence confelled, 
And this coulde Jnot ſo well haue 
doen, if J had not inſtructed my wpt 
with the doctrine of Ohilolophiers. 
what ſap pon by Bozdrane,Uenarns 
Aclius, Serenianus, Catilius, Sene- 
rs, Frotinus, Tacitus, æ Aurclianys 
honourable Senatours, & our truſtp 
counſatlours ? and Sabinus, whiche 
ſittethHhcre with vs? haue thep not 
ryght well ſhcwed theym ſelues to be 
aͤpte bnto gouernaunce, whan they 
haue been Conſulles, Tribuncs, and

C And nowe to make an ende of this 
matticr, wherin J haue tarted the len 
ger, to the intent that J woulde cx:

Truelp that, 
which pe dooe note in Scrtilius to be 
lit el huſbandꝛp and ſmall pꝛouiſion, 
pꝛocedeth not by kacke of good policy.

C Alſo by the ſtudie in philoſophic it 
ſecmeth that he hath acquired a great

of little impoztaunce: wherein he 
tareth lpke to the pnillaunte grey- 
hounde

hounde, which was bent to the great 
Alexander bp the kynge of Albanie? 
vnto whom whan there was brought 
a great Bulle, he chercfoze woulde 
not once menue: afterwarde a mightie 
and fierce Lion was lykewpic ſhewed 
to him, whiche he onelp behelde and 
moued his taple, but he woulde not 
therfoze ariſe out of his place. Finallp 
there was btought fooꝛth a meruap⸗ 
louſe great Olifant: than ſtode he on 
his fcere, and did ſette vp his bꝛiſtel⸗ 
les, and ſhewed his teeth, and becyng 
comfo2ted by Alexander, he lepte to 
the Oliphant, and bptte hym: and 
after a fewe allaultes kplled hpm: 
likewile Sertilius bepng contẽt with 
his aſtate, extendeth not his witte to 
augment it ( but if he be fauourablp 
called to thinges of great impoztance 
and therin well comkozted, J doubte 
not, but that he wyll ſhewe, that his 
ſtudie hath not been vapnelp em⸗ 
ploped. Imtruaile, that pe dooe 
not conſider, that auctozitee and fa- 
uour not onelp ſheweth a good witte, 
but alſo dooeth polplſhe that whiz 
che is rude , Fullars, taplours, 
hozſe⸗

horſekepers, and marinars, were by 
thempereur Commodus, and mp pꝛe⸗ 
deccTour Deliogabalus, aduaüced to

emperour ſapd concernpng the 
matter. Capitulo. xxx v. 
Fter it was declared vnto the 
Senate, that the emperour had 
choſen Sextilius Rufus to be a 
Senatour, and that he had lapde on 
his behaulfe, thep all reiopced in the 
emperours wiledome and ane 
an 
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and at his nert commpng into the le: 
nate thep all did ariſe and gaue than: 
kes vnto him, fox bringpng into that 
college ſuch a man as Sextiltus was, 
Soone after Sextilius being ſent fox 
by the emperours moſt gentil letters, 
came into the ſenate, and as his lear: 
nynge and honeſte mancrs requp2ed, 
was bcloued and commended of all 
men, except verap fewe, whom ennie 
and pziuate diſpleaſure continually 
kreted: whiche the wiſe emperour per 
ceinwong, to the intent that as wel the 
vertues of Sextilius ſhoulde be moze 
knowen, and alſo be increaſcd by his 
comfortable aſſiſtence, as alſo to ma⸗ 
nifeſte to the comfo2re of other, howe 
muche he was inflamed in the fauour 
of vertue and doctrine, he cauſed Ser 
X -c!03, kilius to be Choſen Pzetoz, which thi 
was the higheſt office next to the em: 
perour, in the miniſtracion of Juſtice, 
Therok hearing Sextilius; He beynge 
therat ahaſſhcd and merualouſe ſoz 
rowfull, pzunlie withdzew him fclfe 
ont of the cicte:and not making longe 
abo de at his owne houle, in a ſtrange 
habite, haupnge but one man —_ 
Dy 
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him, went vnto Arhencs, determining 
to paſſe his tyme there in ſtudie until 
the fame of 'hym were ſomewhat de⸗ 
creaſed,and an other choſe vnto that 
office. Of this the aduerſaries of Sex 
tilius gathered no little occaſion, not 
onclp to purſue him, with mockcs and 
deriſion, but alſo to accuſe him vnto 
the emperdur of diſobedicnce and ob⸗ 
ſtinacie contrary to his allegeaunce, 
and alſo to blame him foz his depar⸗ 
ture, without aſking licence. Al theſe 
occaſions the emperour herde with⸗ 
out beyng any thyng meued agapnſte 
Hextilius, and at thelaſte, beholding 
the accuſers with a diſplcaſant counz 
tenance he ſaid vnto them as Hercafz 
ter koloweth. 

C How dare pe, thus pzeſumtuouTp 
aſſaulte our pacience with pour falſe 
accu'actons (Oz Howe mape pe fox 
ſhame powꝛe out pour malice thus in 
dur pꝛeſence? What geueth pou bold⸗ 
nelle to be thus malapert in attempz 
tyng our reaſon with pour cnutouſe 
perſuaſions ? Thpnke pe vs to be (0 
dull and gro le wit ed, that we can 
not pete eiue your conſpiracies : oꝛ io 


deale 
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deafe, that we can not heare vour 
falſe rumours, whiche pe haue [p2av 
of Scrtilins ? oꝛ ſo blpnde, that we ſe 
not pour cancred affections and paſ- 
ſions ſparkclpng in pour epes, nila;

untrue ſentences, Semblablp againſt 
theues and oppꝛellours of people he 
was noſlatTe rigozouſe, puniiſhynge 
theim ſharpelp and openly, without 
remiſſion oz hope ot pardon : tou- 
chyng treakon he dpd encuer alicr 02 
adde anp theng to the punichmentes, 
which 
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whiche were afoze ozdeigned: And 
in conſpiracies againſt his owne per⸗ 
ſon, he often times ſuſpended his ſen 
tence, oz deferred execution, as well 
to trie out the counſaples and ptactt-- 
ſes of the ofendours, as the kpiſte 
occaſion of thepꝛ diſpleaſures.

nate erneltee, than reaſon oz honeſtie: 
Dcthan aſked of theim, what people 
thep were.

good diligence in obſerupnge the oz 
poztunitee of tyme in ſowpnge and 
plantpng, with the pzcſeruacion of 
the thpnges whiles they be growing. 
With this kertilitee, the bodpes doe 


become fat and luſtie, and therbp are 


made il diſpoſed to labour, the which 
X un d 
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viſpoſicion the goodneſle of the ſotte 
alwap ſuppozreth : thereof pꝛocedeth 
obſtinate ſturdinelſe againſt thepy ſu:

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Hice was there ſufficiently miniured. 
by one onelp magiſtrate ſente vnto 
thepm perelp out of this citee. There 
dwelled Sacerna, Tremilius, Julius 
Atticus. diuers other gentilmen. as 
well in huſbandzie, as in other wiſe: 
dome and pollicie noble and famouſe. 
without exclamacions vnto the Se: 
nate. Mozeouer the gentilmT bzoughe 
vp in that countrep, foz thepꝛ tempe⸗ 
rance in lpupng, and pꝛudent gouer: 
npng of thepꝛ owne familie, were ok⸗ 
tentimes elect into the Senate, and 
eſteemed alwape foꝛ the beſt Hena⸗ 
tours, But after the ſubuercion of 
Carthage, and that al Gretce and A⸗ 
ſta were in our iuriſdiction, Spapne 
made tributaric, and Gallia bioughe 
vnto ſubiection, Idelneſſe with deli: 
cate appetite entred together into 
this citce, and lo muche abounded, 
that it was from thenſe diſtributed 
into all the whole region of Italie. 
And than the gentilmen of Tampanis 
lefte thepz auncient frugalitce and 
diligent gouernaunce, and dyd ſette 
all thepz ſtudie onelp about thynges 
plcaſaunt and delcctable, not beyng 

Ev con: 
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contented with the commoditees of 
the ſame count rep, ne with theſame 
meaſure and quantitee, whiche thep 
before vſed ! but with outragious er- 
penſes, ſendpng into other countreis 
farre of,foz other kpnde of thpnges, 
whiche thcp had not growpng, thep 
vnlacpablp fedde therewith theym 
kelues and thepꝛ ſeruauntes, and con: 
temupng the crerciſe of huſbandzie, 
they neglpgentip haue [(ufrcd theyz 
ſeruauntes to be oppꝛeſſed with gour 
mandiſe, and to retecte thep2 accuſto⸗ 
med fare, and to haue it moꝛe deli 
cate, Alſo to encrcaſe tepe and pa⸗ 
dime, and to 'miniſhe thep2 fabourcs 
and diligence.

Were 
not Dulius Sillanus, & Antius Lu⸗ 
pus mꝭ of great honeſtee, condẽned to 
death by the Emperour Commodus, 
bpon the kalte complaintes of thepy 
Iibertines ? whiche grutched againſt 
them, becauſe that Sillanus was a 
erne man, F of the ancient ſcyeritee;

thepꝛ pdell and riottous lpuing: Ly: 
pus, becauſe he woulde not ſuffer his 
Itbertines to incroche vppon his poſ- 
ceſſions, and to retapne certapne por:

of Petilius Rufus his mothers uncle 
(whoſe heire Lupus was) they hadde 
taken by ſtelthe, whples he was in 
Aſia,wherfoze they aptached him vn:

C O villain nature beſttall and mon⸗ 
ſtruouſe. O cruell ennie koule and 
maliciouſe, the one neuer vanquiſhed 
with gentilneTe,the other neuer con: 
tented with vertue and lobzenelle. 
Howe often haue wyſe men been by 
Cuche kalſhode deluded , Emperours, 
kpnges , and other Potentates bp 
ſuche lerpent es abuſed, iuſtice oppꝛel 
ſed, mercie (klaundered. good people 
deſtroped, falſe harlottes aduaunced 2? 
Bodde fo2bydde that J ſhould liue 
emperour of Nome, ik J would not [cs 
v iii this 
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this enozmitec pum hed, wherebp alt 
publpke wealcs map be ſhoꝛteip ſub: 
uerted. Foz where oꝛder fapleth, obe: 
dience decapeth, boldnelle increaſeth, 
deceit eſcapeth, iniuxp pʒeuaileth » a: 
uarice coꝛtupteih, the Nate of a weale 
publpke ſonc after periſheth. Wyan 
he had ſayde thus: he commendyng 
the.truth. 2 5 [inceritec of them, whe: 
cye had ſpoke, commanded that they 
ſbouldc remaine Bull in his palaice in 
a place.ſccret, vntill it were his pleas: 
ſure. foto call fox theim. Than cau⸗ 
ſed he to be publiſhed thꝛoughout the 


titee, that Marcus Geminus was like 


ly ſhoꝛtelp to be condemued. Whiche 
bepng comen to the cares of his accu: 

ters, they repleniſhed with iope, ro; 
mid about the citce, imbzactng their 
fricndcs and conkederates, with mu: 
tuall congratculaciens, makpng ban: 
kettes one to an other, toz exceding 
iope fozgettpng to lepe, but paſſed 
foogth the nyghtes in dzpuhing and 
ſinging,and deuiſyng tourmentcs toz 
Marcus Geminus. Of all this her de 
the en perour, who diilcmbict his an; 
gre, albeit dend no lelle lolicitude⸗ 
1 
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in pꝛouidpng the meanes howe thepz 
- miſchicfe and kalchode moughe be in 
ſuche wple cozre:ted, as go2d men 
mought be free from ſnche perilles, 
and the craumple mought vtterlpe 
d:owne the malpce of wctches. 

As ſoone as Duillius and Cotta, hid 
hearde of the bzute of the condemna⸗ 
cion of Geminus, with all ſpede thep 
bothe came vnto Rame, bzpngynge 
with theim greate pꝛelentes to gene 
vnto ſ\uche as were npghe about the 
emperour, to the intent that thep bp 
thepz mcanes mought attapne to the 
-poſTeſſions of Geminus. But theſe 
noble men, vnto whom thep offcrcd 
to gene the ſapde pꝛeſentes, refuſed 
to take theim, fearpnge the empe⸗ 
xours ſeucritee, As loone as the em: 
perour had hearde of the commpnge 
of Duillius and Lotta, He ſente fox 
them, andin-the p2cſence of dpuers 
Senatours, after he had taken theim 
by the handes, with a familiar coun⸗ 
tenaunce, he dillembled to thepm , 
that he was muche greued with the 
vnkpndenelle of Beminus, towarde 
his pcrſone,and alſo his ——— 
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and iniuries towarde his libertines 
and tenantes. With that Duillius a 
Lotta becynge muche comfozted to⸗ 
ward their purpoſe. to aggrauate the 
complaintes againſte Geminus, and 
ſempng to doe well, diſpꝛeiled the ri: 


goꝛous tpꝛannie of Beminus, and c$- 


mended the limplicitee of His liber⸗ 
tines, laying, that thep would not ſa 
ſone haue complained on Geminus, it 
thep had not ben by them vehement lp 
tirred and pꝛouoked therto. 
¶ After that the emperour had ben a 
whple in a ſtudie, as it were to ſape 
ſomce thynge againft Geminus, at the 
laſte with a familiar vpſage,he ſaide 
vnto them: pe haue knowen, in how 
muche deteſtacion J hane alwap had 
the oppteſſion of innocentes, the iniu⸗ 
ries doocen with crtreme maſyce and 
violence: Ind pct notwithſtandpnge 
the ſbarpe cozrections , whiche haue 
been executed agapnſte ſuche male⸗ 
factours, as well by auncient lawes 
of this citee as by our owne decrees 
and oꝛdinaunces, pet as it ſtemeth, 
that peſtilence in the weale publpke 
ceaſſeth not, Wherckaze we nowe 
; wolde 
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woulde, that ſome newe and ſtraunge 
£02rection were deuiſed foz Geminus 

whiche ould be luche as to all men 
_ of euerp degree, monghe be the moſte 
fearefull example to offende in lpke 
condicion. And as touchpnge the of: 
fence towarde me, J (hall holde me 
content with the iudgement, whiche 
thc lawcs haue pꝛoupded. And moze 
ouer to the intent that men fball per⸗ 
ceiue, howe muche we fauoure theim 
that dooe ſuppozt trewe men againlle 
tprꝛannes, J wolde that ſome reward 
were alſo deupſed fox (ache ſuppoz: 
ters, cquall and conuentent vnto their 
merites. And hearein wpll we fvzſte 
here pour lentences, foꝛ as muche as 
pe dooc ſceme to be men of zeale. And 
are repozted to be wiſe men aud poli: 
tike about pour affaires. Wherefoze 
we entende to haue ok pou better ac⸗ 
quaintaunce, that the publpke wcale 
by pou map be amended. Theſe woz⸗ 
des of the empcrour Duillius and Lot 
ta toke to be al foz their benefite,and 
thinkpng that thei had good opoztu⸗ 
nitce offred theim to achcuc they? de⸗ 
lire, thinkpng that the moze ſharpe 
and vehement pun iſpement they dyd 
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* deniſe fa2 Marcus Stminus, the bet⸗ 


ter it choulde content the mpnd ot the 


emperour. 


C. Firſt Duillius,fozgetting him ſelf 
with fact all indlamed with malice, 
declared his ſentence in this wpſec, 

C Fozaſmuche as the emperour had 
referred the offcnce commptted a⸗ 
gainſt his mateſtee, to the iudgement 
of the lawes ciuilt, calbeit that ſuch 
puniſſhemente were ininfficicnte fox 
inch a traitour as Geminus was) con 
cerning his oppꝛeſſion of innocentes, 
his cozrection mought bee no lade, 
than that he beyng all naked, (ould 
by his libert ines be fyꝛſt of all whyp⸗ 


ped throughout the citce of Rome, 


with whippes full of Kuclfcs, called 
Scozpious, and afterwarde his noſe 


- and tares beyng cutte ok, ſo with rez 


pzoches to be conuepghed vnto the 


towne of his habitacion, and there to 


be eftſones whypped bp all his liber: 
tines: and from thens to be caried in: 


to the Jles called Nebardes, and ne: 
ner to retourne into Italie. Dis chil⸗ 


derne allo to be baniſhed fo cuer out 


of that territoy: Ne ſiitucion alſo — 
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be made to the libertines of all that 
whiche was bereft theim. As concer⸗ 
nyng the reſidue , they whiche-were 
accuſers of traitours and ſuppoꝛters 
of the ſame accuſcrs, ſhould haue de⸗ 
upded amonge theim, the one halfe 
deale of their goodes and poſſeſſions: 
ſo chat the..one halfe thereof ſhoulde 
be to the acctiſcrs, the other halfe to 
the ſupporters of thepm, the other 
Halfe deale of the wholc ſhulde be con: 
fiſcate to the empcrours treaſtce, 
Cotta agreed in euerp thing with Du 
illius, lauing the dekozming of Semis 
nus, and banichment of his childzen, 
ſaping, that therin was to great a viz 
lage of crucltce. In the diſpoſician of 
the goodes and p2:teTions., he added 
vnto the ſentence of Duillius, that ik 
the accuſcr oꝛ ſuppoꝛt er were a bond 
man o2 {ihertine, he ſhoulde haue no 
part of the poiſeTions, but onelp rhe 
fourth, part of che moucables :. in the 
reſidue he agreed with Duillitus., 
C Whan thep had ſpoken, the empe⸗ 
rour and other char were with hym, 
ſeemed to comend their zelous atkec⸗ 
n : and the n 3 7 
ion 
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ſion by the lacke of time,anb that his 
ſupper , abode than foꝛ hpm.dpd de⸗ 
part from them, ſaying that he wold 
a duple hym on thepꝛ wiſe counſailes, 
and licenced theim to departe with a 
familiar becke. Who becpug retour⸗ 
ned to thepꝛ lodgepnges. and ſcnding 
foz the libertines and other of thepz 
at quaintance: after that thep had de⸗ 
clared what they had ſpoke. and how 
nigh the cõfuſton of Geminus did ap 
pꝛoche, and what truſt thep had to en 
iop his goodes and poilcſſrons : there 
was made amonge theim iope with 
out meaſure, with renell and ban- 
kettpnge, ſo that che repozt thereof 
came to the cares of the emperoure, 
and of all the Senate, whiche remai: 
ned in a great expectacion of the em: 
ptrours iudgement. | 
4 Afrerwarde the Emperonr com- 
maunded his place of aſtate to be 
made readp in the Theatree of Pom⸗ 
ei, that the people of Nome ſtoulDe 
e ſommoned to be rcadtp there the 
thpꝛde dape folowpng: whiche was 
accöpliſhed. And themperour beepnge 
fcr with his noble counſaplonrs with 


hem 
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bim, he commanded, that as wel the 
libcrtines,as Duillius & Lotta ſhulde 
pꝛepare ehem to the accuſacion of Ge 
minus, who came into the place, bin 
ging with them one Nutilius Lupus, 
a ſubtill Rhethozictan, to be their ad 
nocate. But Geminus onelp trufirnge 
on his owne conſcience, tefuſcd to 
haue any other patrone, than the true 
txaminacion and iuſtice of the Empe⸗ 
tour and other whiche were his ind⸗ 
ges. And the emperour was therwith 
right well contented, cölpdering that 
the time of the controuerlie ſhould be 
made therbp the ſboꝛter. 

C Firſt Lupus began his ozacio with 
a great pꝛeile of the Emperonrs ver⸗ 
kues, whiche thc empcrour in no wile 
ſuſteinpng, but bepng therwith oken⸗ 
ded, interpelled Lupus, and commanz 
ded hym to enter into his narracion, 
and to declare imme diatelp the ſtate 
of the matticr conteigned inthe com: 
playnee of the Libertines. Than 
Lupus becpng 'partelp abalſhed , fog 
as muche as his beginnpnge was to 
make the emperour and hearers bene: 


nolent towarde the libertines, and to 
2 make 
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make the cauſe againſt Bemirrts to 
ſecme moze greuous, he coldlp entred 
into the matter, and generally obicc= 
ted againſt Marcus Seminus his fa⸗ 
miliar telozt vnto Oninius Camillus 
beckoꝛe that he was detected ok trea⸗ 
ſon; And therunto bzought in koz wit 
nceTes Duillius and Cotta, whom he 
called men of great wazHip'Beminus 
[peakpng pet nothpng, noz chaunge: 
png his contitenaunce : Duillius and 
Cotta, bp to muche malice and cone- 
tile, koꝛgettpng chem ſelkes, pꝛealed 
koozth and laid, that they had oftenz 
times {cen Geminus, not only at ſup: 
per with Oninius in the tpme of his 
conſpiracic, but alſo talkpnge famy= 
tarely and ſcctctely with hym. 
C Therwith tle Emperour takynge 
occaſion, demaunded of theim, what 
it was that Seminus ſpake'to Onint 
ns. Thep (aid,tyep wiſt not, fox thep 
ſtode karre from theim, and monght 
not here theim. The Emperour de: 
maunded, if thep dpd lee whan Ge: 
minus came and departed. Thep aun⸗ 
ſwered., that foz the moze parte they 
came befoze hym,and abode longe af: 

| ter 
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tet him. Be aſked mozcouer, in what 
fourme Geminus departed from Ont 
nius. They lapde, foz the moze part 
with no pleaſaunt countenance of the 
one 02 the other. The emperour aſ- 
ked, if Beminus were deſired by Pnf 
nius to come: oz if he came to him vn- 
ſent foz. They ſapde, thep coulde not 
remember, but that Oninius ſent al: 
wap a leruaunt foz Heniinus. The 
Emperour demaunded, ik he did like: 
wiſe with them. Thep aunſwered. no. 
The Emperour immediatelp tent fo} 
- Oninins, who being reconſiled to the 
Emperour, was than in the Senate, 
and foz Tarnilius his ſeruaunte, who 
had detected his treaſon: and in ths 
meane time themperour tourned him 
vnto Geminus #+ (ald, that if he were 
the manne that he ſhewed to bee, he 
woulde la{le eſtecmc dearh thin the 
lolle of his credence , and that foꝛ his 
parte he moze cftcemed the confeilion 
of trueth, than the auengepng ot his 
dilpleaſure. 

C Wherefoze he charged hpm vppon 
the fapthe of an honcſt manne, to tell 
plainelp; whereof was the commu⸗ 

2 nieaci: 
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ulcacion betwene hym and Oninius, 
Beminus aunſwercd., that the firſt ac 
ceſſe that He had to him was volun⸗ 
tarie and vnlkente foz, onelp to ſalute 
him. becaule he was a Senatonr, and 
in great cftimacion,not knowyng anp 
thyng of his traiterous affection ? 
But perceiuinge his qualitecs , and 
naturall appetites not to be agreable 
to his opinion and fludic, he cealled 
to come. bntill he was decired of Oni 
nius: whiche as he after percepued, 
was foz his incommoditie. Foz Om: 
nius deſpzed of hym a mancion place, 
whiche he had iopgnynge to the gar⸗ 
deins of Reto: frome the whiche he 
| would in no wile depart, Al be it of⸗ 
1 ten and kundzy times Onintus (et ko: 
49 him, and as well bp offryng greate 
ſommes of montp and frcndſhyp, as 
lometpme bp mcnaccs , he allaie d to 
get of him the houſe, but laſle of all 
he thtctncd him, that Hauing al thing 
| at commaunde mente, as he doubted 
45 not but that he ſho ulde ſee it come to 
pa Te ſhoꝛtlp, he wo uld lcaue him nep⸗ 
ther houſe noꝛ life, 


C With the whiche woozdes Gemi⸗ 
nus 


nus ſayde, that he was aſfonyed, 
and ſo departed with his dilplea⸗ 
ſure. But pet not thpnkpnge, that 
Onintus intended anp conſpiracie, 
coſpderpnge chat he was alied vn: 
to the Emperour, and was by hpm ad 
uaunced vnto great richelle. 
C Thus ccalſed Beminus to ſpeake 
anp moze. And by that tyme Tarmili⸗ 
us was comen, who beeynge demaun⸗ 
ded, what acquaintaunce he Hadde 
knowen to bee betwene Oninius and 
Marcus Geminus: He aunktwered, 
that he knewe none acquaintaunce 
bectwene theim, but that oktentimes 
he had heard Oninius his maiſter ſap 
to his ſecrete friendes, after that he 
hadde a ſonge tpme talked with Se: 
minus, that he was a ſturdte and ob⸗ 
Ninate perſone, and woulde not con: 
fourme hpm to his requeſtes, concer⸗ 
nynge a houſc, whiche he had npghe 
to the citte, wherefoze pf he mought 
bꝛynge his purpoſes to paſſe he wold 
leaue hpm nepthcr houſe noz heads 
on his ſhouldcrs. 
Thc Emperour demaunded, if Gemi⸗ 
nus were any of theym that Onintus 
| Z it (guns 
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coimfapled with concernpng his con: 
ſptracie.Therat ſmiled Carnilius and 
ſaide, that Oninius euer had hym in 
ſo muche reputacion: fo he neuer efte 
med hym to bee moſte vnapte to any 
ſuche p2actile. 
¶ Than came in Oninius, and the em 
crour commaunding him, ſat downe 
p hym. And themperour aſked hym, 
ik he knew Marcus Beminus. And he 
fearpng, that he had complapne d of 
him, bluſted,and laid, that he could 
neuer find kindnelle in him, and that 
his nature was onerthwarte and al⸗ 
wap againſt his deſires. Wherckoze 
he deſpzed the Emperour not fo geue 
to niuche credence vnto hym in ſuche 
thinges as he complapned of hpm, o⸗ 
ther than teuchpnge the requeſt made 
foꝛ his houſe in the cit ee, whiche he 
confeſſed to haue deſired impoztunat: 
lp, and foꝛ that cauſe onelp had often 
times conuented him whan he repap⸗ 
red into that countrey. The Empe⸗ 
rour with that aunſwere was well 
contented, and demaunded, if he had 
any better opinion of Duillius & Lot: 
ta. Heſaide,that they were of a 0: 
ther 


— — 


ther ſozte, and moze confozmable vn; 
to his appetite, Thereat the Empe⸗ 
rour laughed in his herte (as he af- 
ter declared vnto his kamiliers) mar: 
king the folly aſwell of Duillius and 
Lotta,agof Oninins Lamillus, which 
vnawares had diſcloſed their ſecrete 
affcctions, and declared the innocen⸗ 
cie of Marcus Beminus. And licen⸗ 
cing Oninius to retourne to the Se⸗ 
nate, he commaunded Lupus to re: 
ſozte to the reſidne of the accuſacion 
of Beminus: who partely beyng diſz- 
couraged, with a weake eloquence 
alleged the iniurie and cruell oppzeſ- 
{ton of Beminns, extended Vineo his 
tenauntes, takpng from theim thepz 
auncient poſſeſſions, and annering 
them to his dominicall landes. 
C Therewith Beminus bepng ſome- 
what meued, plainelp denped, that it 
was thepz auncient polleTions., but 
atkpzmed that it were his pꝛoper do⸗ 
minicall landes, whiche betwene the 
deathe of his vnkle and his cntrie, 
thep had vniuſtlp vſurped and falſc- 
lp conceled. 1 
C Wherefoze not onelp he by the 
_ © i - jay 
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lawe mought iuſtelp crpuiſe ther 
from that, which thep vnlefullp oc= _ 
cupied, but alſo by thepz ingratitude 
thep had foꝛfapted thepꝛ manumilli: 
ons, and conſequently the landes ge: 
uen to them by his aunccſters of good 
right ought to relozte eftlones to his 
ofſeſibs. This heringe themperour, 
e demannded of the complainantes, 
of what ſtate and condicion thei wer 2 
Thep all confeſſed to bee the libertt- 
nes of Marcus Geminus, and that ſu 
che landes as thep had, were ſcruile, 
as fo; the whiche thep were bounden 
to ccrtaine obleruaunces. But thep 
plapnelp denped, that thep had foz: 
fapted any thpng, and with great ex⸗ 
clamacions, and out of ozder crped 
out on Heminus. | 
C Than commaunded the emperour, 
that the gentilmen and reſidue of the 
libertines and tenauntes, ſcent by Tri 
phonius, ſhould bc bzought in, who be 
nq in likewiſe examined, declared o⸗ 
penlp the ſtcaling of Geminus domi⸗ 
nicall landes, by the ſaide libertines, 
} whiche were acculers, the coninraci⸗ 
3 on of theim to the deſtruction of Be; 
minus, 
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minur, their pꝛiuie ſolicitacion of oz 
ther, the malictous ſuppoztpnge of 
Duillius and Cotta, with their lecrete 
conferacics, and all other thpnges 
as bcfoze thep had ſhewed to the Em⸗ 
pcrour at home in his palaice: whiche 
as well the accuſcrs as Duillius and 
Cotta, herpng diſcloſed contrarie to 
their expectacions, thep all were con⸗ 
founded, and in their amaled counte⸗ 
naunce ſodeine and ſcilente, emed to 
the emptrour, and all that were pꝛe⸗ 
ſent, to conteſle their vntruth and ma 
lice. And thcrwith Cotta, fearing the 
emperours Seueritee'fel on His knees 
and beſought themperour to pardon 
him, and likewiſe deſired Geminus to 
kozgeue him his malice,confeſſpng all 
to be true, which was now [pokcn on 
his behalf. Hcrwith themperour was 
fernentlp ſtirred with diſpleaſure to⸗ 
warde the accuſers: akter that he 
hadde ſpoken with the relidue of the 
iudges, he gaue ſentfce in this wile, 
¶ Foz as much as it appearctl vnto 
1 vs, that thou Marcus BGeminns art 
innocente of that treaſon , whiche 
thy cruel libertines, with the ſuppo2- 
2 uiii tacion 
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tacion of Duillius & Lotta haue falſ- 
ly accuſed the of, we declare the to be 
a true gentilman, lopall to the weale 
publike and maicſtce impcriall: and 
denounce vnto all men, that none bee 
ſo hardte to renewe this ſuſpicpon, 
wherof thou art purged: And foz thy 
pacience, wiledome, and temperance 
wor deeme the wozthy to bee admitted 
into the colledge of Scnatours, 
C Than themperour tournpnge hym 
to the libertines,ſaid : pe villame ge⸗ 
neracion, full of peſtikerous malpce, 
rude and mooſte beaſtiall of nature, 
vopde of all courteſic, falſe and de⸗ 
ceiptekull towarde pour ſoneraigne, 
crucll and vengeable againſt Juſtpce 
and reaſon: Foz as muche as pe, with 
all pour wyll and puiſſaunce haue in: 
deuozed pour ſelfes by pour falſe ac: 
cuſacion, not only to haue bꝛonght to 
a ſhamefull death Marcus Seminus 
pour naturall lozde, a true and inno⸗ 
cent gentilman, and a neceſſary mem: 
bꝛe of the weale publpke, which if ie 
had hapned, therof ſhulde haue ſucce: 
ded vnto the weale publike, notable

by his mother AJamniea : Who wold 
not lette hir ſonne 1teopartde His per⸗ 
ſone againſt the Perſianes: but lam: 
pꝛidins, who gathered his wozke out 
of the bokes of Accolins and Eucol:

with the emperour Alerander, wip-
